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METHODS OF INSTRUCTION IN AMERICAN 
SCHOOLS FOR THE DEAF 


The ‘‘Methods of Instruction’’ named in the preceding Tabular 
Statement may be defined as follows: 

I. The Manual Method.—Signs, the manual alphabet, and writ- 
ing are the chief means used in the instruction of the pupils, and 
the principal objects aimed at are mental development and facility 
in the comprehension and use of written language. The degree of 
relative importance given to these three means varies in different 
schools; but it is a difference only in degree, and the end aimed at 
is the same in all. 

II. The Manual Alphabet Method.—The manual alphabet and 
writing are the chief means used in the instruction of the pupils, 
and the principal objects aimed at are mental developmemt and 
facility in the comprehension and use of written language. Speech 
and speech-reading are taught to all of the pupils in the school (the 
Western New York Institution) recorded as following this method. 

III. The Oral Method.—Speech and speech-reading, together with 
writing, are made the chief means of instruction, and facility in 
speech and speech-reading, as well as mental development and 
written language, is aimed at. There is a difference in different 
schools in the extent to which the use of natural signs is allowed in 
the early part of the course, and also in the prominence given to 
writing as an auxiliary to speech and speech-reading in the course 
of instruction; but they are differences only in degree, and the end 
aimed at is the same in all. In most of the Oral schools, and with 
some of the pupils in some of the Combined-System schools, as 
reported in the preceding Tabular Statement, the manual alpha- 
bet and sign language are never used by any employee of the school. 

IV. The Auricular Method.—The hearing of semi-deaf pupils is 
utilized and developed to the greatest possible extent and, with or 
without the aid of artificial appliances, their education is carried on 
chiefly through the use of speech and hearing, together with writing. 
The aim of the method is to graduate its pupils as hard-of-hearing 
speaking people instead of deaf-mutes. 

V. The Combined System.—Speech and speech-reading are re- 
garded as very important, but mental development and the acqui- 
sition of language are regarded as still more important. It is be- 
lieved that in some cases mental development and the acquisition 
of language can be best promoted by the Manual or the Manual 
Alphabet method and, so far as circumstances permit, such method 
is chosen for each pupil as seems best adapted for his individual case. 
Speech and speech-reading are taught where the measure of suc- 
cess seems likely to justify the labor expended, and in some of the 
class-rooms of most of the Combined-System schools the Oral or the 
Auricular method is strictly followed.

Her every impulse was so noble, her 
nature so felt and so expressed every form of beauty, her 
fondness for all that is lovely was so evident, that she won 
appreciation as one who lived above the sordid things of 
life.’’ 


Halifax School.—The building, damaged by the great ex- 
plosion in the harbor a year ago, has been undergoing re- 
pairs and, it is hoped, will be ready for occupancy at the 
beginning of the new year. 

Mr. George Bateman, who has succeeded the late Mr. 
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Fearon as Principal, had been on the staff of the School 
for fifteen years and had previously taught in the Royal 
School at Margate, England, and the Claremont School at 
Dublin, Ireland. 


Horace Mann School.—Miss Kate F. Hobart has retired 
after thirty years of service. Miss Hobart has had re- 
markable success in the teaching of sloyd and various handi- 
crafts, together with the language involved. She is the 
author of a book on paper-folding and card-board construc- 
tion entitled ‘‘Manual Training,’’ published by the J. L. 
Hammet Company, Boston. Miss Jane J. Wood, a teacher 
of one of the special classes in Boston, has been appointed 
to fill the vacancy caused by Miss Hobart’s retirement. 
Miss Wood received her training in speech from Mrs. 
Monro. 


Idaho School.—Miss Lucia MacDonald, from the Indiana 
School, and Mr. Edward C. Langlois, from the Washington 
School, have been appointed teachers. 

Paul Martin, Superintendent of the School from 1909 to 
1911, died October 20, 1918, of pneumonia. He was a 
graduate of Monmouth College and of the Normal Depart- 
ment of Gallaudet College. Before becoming Superinten- 
dent he had taught in the Texas, Pennsylvania, Washing- 
ton, and Idaho Schools. He retired from the work of 
teaching the deaf on account of failing health and became 
an architect. He entered the Army last September and 
was assigned to Camp Custer as a First Lieutenant in the 
Medical Service. During the epidemic of influenza he con- 
tracted the disease, which developed into pneumonia, re- 
sulting in his death. He was a man of fine character and 
the Idaho School owed a great deal to him in its early days. 


Illinois School.—Miss Alma Gillett is given a year’s leave 
of absence on account of ill health. Miss Florence Spruit 
is granted a leave of absence to take up new oral methods 
in the Nebraska School. Miss Idella Walton, one of the 
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reading teachers, takes Miss Spruit’s place in the regular 
class work. 

During the Teachers’ Institute mentioned in the last 
number of the Annals Mr. Richard O. Johnson delivered 
one address a day for nine days. Dr. Rudolph Pintner, of 
the Department of Pyschology, Ohio State University, con- 
ducted a series of intelligence tests among the children of 
the School. He was assisted in this testing by Mr. John- 
son and Mr. H. T. White, Acting Managing Officer. Dr. 
Pintner will tabulate the results of these tests and make 
graphs comparing them with similar tests‘ in the Indiana 
School, the Ohio School, the Pennsylvania Institution, and 
the Kentucky School. These intelligence tests will be fol- 
lowed by some of the standard tests for scholarship that are 
in almost universal use in the public schools. 


Indiana School_—Mr. Johnson wrote us in the latter 
part of November : 


As heretofore announced, there will be no session of school this 
year, the place having been turned over to the Government as a train- 
ing camp for young men in the Department of Auto Mechanics and 
Truck Driving. It is contemplated having four thousand men here 
every sixty days. The Government expects to hold the place until 
September 30, 1919. Whether this work will be discontinued because 
of the cessation of war has not yet been determined, and it may turn 
out later that the school will be able to resume its work with the 
deaf some time in January; this appears doubtful, however, at this 
time. 

In the meantime, the teachers have all been assembled by Superin- 
tendent Johnson for the purpose of conducting a Correspondence 
Course with the deaf pupils at home which opened November 13. 
This delay was caused by the influenza epidemic in the Training De- 
tachment quartered in the school buildings. 

The teachers this year number twenty-one, there being ten vacan- 
cies caused by resignations and the discontinuance of the normal 
training class. These places were not filled because of the situation 
here in the school, but will be filled some time during the year so 
that they may be ready to begin at the opening of the next session 
of school, October 1, 1919. 

On account of the occupancy by the Gdvernment, supervisors, nurses, 
and all of the employees excepting two or three were dropped from 
the rolls for the year, and the only shops in operation are the print- 
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ing office and the woodworking shop. Under the circumstances, the 
Silent Hoosier will not be published this year. The former office 
will devote its whole time to Training Detachment work and the 
printing of lessons, etc., for the Correspondence Course; and the 
woodworking shops will take care of the ordinary repairs from time 
to time. The entire group of buildings and grounds excepting the 
offices, six schoolrooms, and certain store-rooms have been given over 
to the Government and the entire place is run upon a military basis 
surrounded day and night by guards. The strictest camp discipline 
is maintained at all times; and the school atmosphere is but a mem- 
ory of last year and a hope for the coming year. 


The Minnesota Companion of December 18 announces 
that the School will be able to resume its work some time in 
February. 


Iowa School.—Mrs. Willia Roberts, who has taught in 
common schools and was trained as a teacher of the deaf at 
the Central Institute, has been added to the corps of teach- 
ers. 

The School has established an extension course for the 
benefit of former pupils, to be conducted by correspondence. 
The course is under the direction of Miss Margaret H. 
Watkins, head teacher of intermediate and primary grades 
in the manual department. 


Kalamazoo Day-School.—The day-school at Kalamazoo, 
Michigan, has been discontinued on account of the small 
number of pupils. 


Kansas School—Mr. A. L. Roberts has resigned to be- 
come Principal of the Kendall School; Miss Mary R. Rus- 
sell to teach in the High School in Manila, Philippine Is- 
lands; Miss Collatt to engage in war-work; Mrs. Lida Wood 
and Miss Florence Loar to teach in the Michigan School; 
Miss Rachel Foster to work in a bank in her home town; 
and Miss Nora Wheeler to be married to Mr. A. A. Stewart, 
of Colorado Springs. These vacancies have been filled by 
the appointment of Mrs. Margaret Beck, Mrs. Anna Mabel 
DeVore, Mrs. May Buxton Hallett, Miss Edith Winchester, 
and Miss Clyde Carter. 
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Kentucky School_—Miss Lula May Bruce has been grant- 
ed a leave of absence for one year to instruct deafened sol- 
diers at Cape May, and Miss Mary A. Burch, from the 
Colorado School, has been appointed to fill the vacancy. 
Mrs. Stella Y. Christman and Mr. Frank Christman, both 
formerly teachers in this School, have been appointed teach- 
ers; Mrs. Christman in the Oral Department and Mr. 
Christman in the Colored Department. 


Los Angeles Day-School.—Mrs. Anita R. Church has re- 
signed to teach in the San Francisco School and Miss Doro- 
thy C. Houghton, from the California School, has been ap- 
pointed to fill the vacancy. 


Manila School.—The ‘‘Itemizer’’ of the California News 
says in the number for November, 1918, that Miss Delight 
Rice has resigned the principalship of the Manila School to 
go to Siberia as a Red Cross nurse and that her father, Mr. 
Charles M. Rice, is now in charge of the School. 


Maryland School (Frederick).—Miss Helen Chantler has 
resigned to be married; Miss Elliott to remain with her 
mother in Canada; Miss Wirgman and Miss Pardoe to take 
Government positions; Miss Abernethy to return to her 
home in Charlotte, North Carolina; Miss Lyne and Miss 
Sims to teach in the Western New York Institution; Miss 
Montville to teach in the Clarke School; and Mr. Louis A. 
Wickham, of the shoe-making department, because of ad- 
vanced years. The following have been engaged to fill 
vacancies: Miss Mary D. Deem, from the Tennessee School ; 
Miss Marion C. Lamb and Miss Barbara Macdonald, both 
from the Mystic Oral School; Miss Margaret Bittenbender, 
from the Pennsylvania Oral School; Miss Dora La Griffin, 
from the South Carolina School; Miss Wanita E. Gay, B.S., 
from the Maryland College for Women, instructor in do- 
mestice science; Miss Edythe May Lance, formerly of the 
Western Pennsylvania Institution, recently engaged in Gov- 
ernment service; Mr. Henry Bernac, of Winona, Minne- 
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sota, instructor in the shoe department; Mr. August Wriede, 
of New York, military instructor and director of physical 
culture. 

A Knabe Concert Grand Piano has been installed for 
the purpose of giving rhythmic vocal exercises, and every 
child in the Institution is receiving daily instruction in 
voice modulation and voice development. Military instruc- 
tion has also been introduced, and with a continuation of 
the spirit of enthusiasm, harmony of action, and cheerful 
obedience thus far manifested, all indications are that the 
aims sought by the introduction of the military idea will 
be fully realized. 

The Bulletin for October, 1918, gives a full report of the 
interesting ‘‘ Jubilee’’ Reunion held at the School last June 
to celebrate the fiftieth anniversary of its establishment. 
The historical address delivered by Dr. Charles R. Ely on 
that occasion is of speciai value. 


Mississippi School.—Miss Regina Mary Olsen, B.A., a re- 
cent graduate of Gallaudet College, has been added to the 
corps of teachers. 


Missouri School.—Miss Rose B. Alcorn, from the Georgia 
School, has been appointed a teacher. 


Montana School——Miss DeVerter, Miss Elliott, Miss 
Wells, Miss Taylor, and Mrs. Wolpert have resigned and 
are succeeded by Miss Stella L. Nordyke, Miss Lucy Buhrer, 
Miss S. Adelaide Elliott, and Miss Gladys Logeman.

Ontario School_—The Canadian of December 2 says that 
an extension course for former pupils has been carried on 
successfully for the past three years. The methods pursued 
are described as follows: 

Five or six books on various subjects—history, science, travel, and 
description, literature, etc., were selected. In each issue of The Cana- 
dian, portions of these books were assigned to be read during the 
two-week period, and questions were prepared and printed in the same 
issue on the assigned work. These questions the readers were ex- 
pected to answer and send to the School, where they were read and 
corrected, and returned. The readers were greatly interested in the 
work, and expressed warm appreciation of the benefit they had re- 
ceived. The correcting of the papers, however, entailed a great deal 
of work, and this feature has had to be eliminated. But the reading 
course has been continued, and we hope always will be. This year 
most of the reading is being done in ‘‘ The Book of Knowledge,’’ that 
splendid work of twenty volumes, which is the best thing ever got up 
for conveying a comprehensive summary of information in every de- 
partment. It is written in a most interesting and delightful style, and 
is profusely illustrated. Though somewhat expensive, a number of 
the members of the reading circle have bought sets of this work, and 
are delighted with it. 


Oregon School——Miss May Howlett and Miss Clara 
Stangl have resigned to teach in the Milwaukee Day-School, 
Miss Jean Ketchum in the Tacoma Day-School, and Miss 
Inez B. Lacy in the Texas School. Miss Ruth G. Smith has 
gone to France to do reconstruction work.

The Annals.—The Pulp and Paper Division of the War 
Industries Board requires the Annals to limit the quantity 
of paper to be used during the current year to less than 
three-fourths of the quantity used last year.

These young men, added to those previously announced, 
make a total of ninety-four teachers and officers, or sons 
of teachers and officers, in American Schools for the Deaf 
who have served in the army or navy of the United States, 
or in the Canadian army, during the Great War. Con- 
sidering the small proportion of men connected with our 
schools it is a very honorable record. 

It was mentioned in the last number of the Annals that 
Elwyn Smith, one of the four sons of Dr. J. L. Smith, of the 
Minnesota School, who are in the army, had been injured 
by gas but had recovered. Another son, Sydney Smith, 
was wounded, but not seriously, by a bursting shell in the 
battle of the Argonne. The soldier next to him was killed 
by the same shell. 

Joseph P. Ricketts, named above, was the farmer of the 
Idaho School. He entered the service last summer and was 
sent to Camp Fremont, where he later contracted pneu- 
monia and died. 

Lieutenant John K: Cloud (Gallaydet College) has re- 
turned home, decorated with the Italian Distinguished 
Service Cross for valiant service in the last battle fought in 
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Italy. This is in addition to his previous honors mentioned 
in the September Annals. 

Captain Weston Jenkins, mentioned above, has been 
awarded the Distinguished Service Cross for extraordinary 
heroism in the battle of the Argonne. 


The Influenza.—Nearly all our schools for the deaf in 
the United States suffered serious interruption in their work 
from the influenza that prevailed during the autumn of 
1918. Some of them had not begun the year’s work when 
the epidemic broke out and in them the opening of school 
was postponed; others, especially among the day-schools, 
suspended work for a longer or shorter period. (That is 
why an unusually large number of schools failed to make 
the customary returns of statistics for our annual Tabular 
Statement this year.) Most of the residential schools kept 
up their daily work as best they could with such pupils 
and teachers as were able to be present. There were some 
deaths, but the proportion seems to have been less than in 
the community at large, probably owing to the better care 
and nursing the schools were able to give.
